Thousands of City 


Folk Again Needed 


To Help Farmers Save Crop This Year 


ATHENS, Ga., May. 27.—Geor- 
gia farmers are going to need 
thousands of extra workers this 
year to make and save the crops, 
Director Walter S. Brown, of the 
Agricultural Extension Service 
said today, pointing out that it 
will again be necessary for people 
in cities, towns and villages to 
volunteer for farm work as they 


did in 1943. 

Brown estimated that the sup- 
ply of labor on Georgia farms at 
the present time is 10 per cent 
less than in 1943, when many city 
people volunteered to perform a 
war service by working on farms. 
He predicted that they will come 
to the aid of the farmers again 
this year. 

“In spite of less labor than in 
1943 and a delay in crop planting 
ranging from two to four weeks, 
Georgia farmers are working with 
grim determination to do ‘every- 
thing possible to produce the larg- 
est supply of essential foods and 
fibers this year,” the extension 
director continued. “They realize 
the job of production and harvest- 
ing will be tougher this. year and 
they are thoroughly aware of the 
great need for farm produgtion to 
help win the war.” 


UNFAVORABLE SPRING 


The spring of 1944 has been one 


of the most unfavorable which the 
farmers in the state have experi- 
enced in many years. With the ex- 
ception of a few days in January 
and February, the land was un- 
suited for plowing in most sections 
of the state until the last of April. 
Crops planted early suffered from 
almost continuous heavy rains re- 
sulting in poor stands.

“Not only 
will cotton need attention, but 
peanuts and late-planted corn 
must be cultivated at the same 
time. Peaches are ripening in the 
peach belt and thousands of acres 
of tomato plants are now being 
harvested around Moultrie, Tifton 
and Claxton for shipment. 


PRECIOUS GRAIN 
“Georgia has a wonderful small | 


grain crop and every bushel must) 


be saved,” he continued, “and 
more than 700,000 acres of oats 
and 2,380,000 bushels of wheat 
must be harvested in the next 30 
days. Supplies of feed grains are 
much lower than last year and 
the only way we can maintain the 
present high level of livestock 
production is by saving every 
bushel of grain produced this 
year. Farmers will need extra 
helpers to sack grain on combines, 
shock grain, haul grain and help 
around the threshers,” 


The production of peaches in 
Georgia this year has been esti- 
mated by the Crop Reporting 
Service to be 3,780,000 bushels, or 
more than twice as much as was 
produced in 1943. Peaches must 
be harvested during a relatively 
short period and more than half 
the production of a variety must 
be saved during a five to 10-day 
period to avoid serious losses. 


Most of the peaches south of 
Macon must be harvested in June, 
while those in north Georgia will 
be harvested in July. These will 
be busy months for farmers in the 
peach belt, Brown declared, and 
hundreds of extra workers will be 
needed to cultivate crops satisfac- | 
torily, harvest wheat and oats and 
save the peaches. |

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Nazi Biscay Feedline 
Crippled by Rockets 


LONDON, May 27.—(4)—-The RAF coastal command’s torpedo and 
rocket bombers have crippled the enemy’s blockade-running feedline 
. in the Bay of Biscay to German war plants, while British Liberators 
* and Wellingtons from Italy again have strewn the lower Danube 
- military waterway with mines to throttle another source of supply, 
it was announced today. 

During the last six months the 
coastal command planes have at- 
' tacked 563 enemy vessels and a| 
total of 67 have been sunk or 
damaged, the RAF announced. 
/ssessments on an additional 25 
are still to be made 

The attacks were meade by 
planes equipped with bombs, tor- 
pedoes and new rocket projectiles. 


No figures indicating the success 
of the rockets alone are avail- 
able. 


CCMPLEMENTARY WEAPONS 

The coastal command has found 
torpedoes and - rockets comple- 
mentary weapons, the _ rockets 
having sunk medium-sized mer- 
chantmen while the torpedoes 
have proved useful in attacking 
sizable vessels but are apt to pass 
under smaller ships. 

The second series of mining 
operations covering hundreds of 
miles of the Danube river have 
been completed by RAF Libera- 
tors and Wellingtons of the Stra- 
tegic Air Force, an official an- 
nouncement in Naples said. The 
operations, carried out at low .al- 
titude and at night, have effec- 
tively cut down German water- 
way traffic and increased the 
strain on the central European 
rail system, by closing the iron 
gate route over which much Ro- 
manian oil was shipped to Ger- 
many via Hungary. 

Following announcement of the 
first Danube mining, Hungarian 
and Romanian shipping compa- 
ni s broadcrst the statement they 
were no longer able to accept 
cargoes. 

SHORT OF SHIPS 


As a result of the coastal com- 
mand’s operations from _ Britain 
last year the enemy is seriously 
short of merchant ships, mine- 
sweepers and escort vessels. The 
Nazis now are fo:ved to employ 
nearly 1,000,000 men, largely 
trained guiners, on escort work.

NEW YORK, May 27.—The possibility that Turkey will slip be- 
latedly and ineffectively into the war at the side of the Allies cannot 
be dismissed, but opportunity for her to make a real military contri- 
bution has passed, just as has her own period of danger.

Instead, she assured the 
Allies she would join them at the 
proper moment and got a quantity 
of war supplies as a result; main-

A bit of diplomatic bungling 
on the part of the Allies and ap- 
parent double-dealing on the part 
of the Turks spelled failure when 
it became time to put the agree- 
ment into action. 

MILITARY MISSION 

Early in January the British 
Middle East Command sent a mil- 
itary mission to Turkey to work 
out details of Turkish participa- 
tion in the war. This commis- 
sion, however, was given power 
only to develop Allied plans with 
no power to alter its work to meet 
Turkish ideas. The commission 
wished simply to establish air 
bases, manned and run by Anglo- 
American personnel, for a blitz 
against the Aegean and eastern 
Balkan areas. Turkey, on the oth- 
er hand, said positively she would 
not come into the war except as 
a full-fledged fighting partner on 
land and in the air, and that for 
this she would need considerably 
more tanks, guns and planes. 

From this point the talks de- 
generated to bickering. The Brit- 
ish commission said the Turks 
could not absorb the amount of 
material they demanded. Turks 
said they must judge their own 
needs. 

The situation became acrimo- 


tastically different claims as to 
the amount of supplies previously 
promised and amounts already de- 
'livered under both lend-lease and 
‘the British assistance agreement. 

What was obviously becoming 
‘a hopeless situation was resolved 
by the sudden departure of the 
British commission and complete 
stoppage of Allied arms shipments 
to Turkey.

Pilot Wounded, 
Sergeant Flies 
Plane Ist Time 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla., May 27. 
(/P)—Staff Sergeant Robert L. Fitz- 
patrick, of Zanesville, Ohio, radio 
operator-gunner whose exploits in 
the Pacific theater earned him the 
title “One-Man Scourge of Japs,” 
today revealed how he landed a 
battered B-17 bomber without pre- 
vious flying experience after the 
pilot had been wounded and the 
co-pilot killed.

In Cabaret Tax 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—(?) 
Pleasure seekers who complain 
that their night club checks are 
reminiscent of the public debt 
will receive peculiarly timely con- 
sideration next week when the 
senate debates legislation which 
would raise the debt limit and 
in the next paragraph cut the 
federal cabaret tax. 


The Senate Finance Commit- 
tee took no action on the proposed 
cut in the night club levy from 
30 to 10 per cent in approving a 
bill to raise the debt limit from 
$210,000,000,000 to $260,000,000,- 
000. Chairman George, Demo- 
crat, Georgia, however, assured 
Senator McCarran, Democrat, Ne- 
vada, one of the backers of the 
cabaret tax cut, that he would not 
object if the amendment were 
offered from the senate floor. 


McCarran said Senator Downey, 
Democrat, California, would pre- 
sent the amendment when the 
debt bill comes. up, probably 
Monday. 

George, a power in tax mat- 
ters, wouldn’t mind seeing the 
tax reduced somewhat—‘"15 per 
cent would be about right,” he 
observed—but he would rather 
have such a controversial matter 
come up in connection with some 
legislation of less pressing im- 

rtance. He pointed out that it 

urgent to raise the debt limit 
quickly in view of the approach- 
ing Fifth War Loan drive. 

George said there was no 
doubt in his mind that a lower 
rate would yield more revenue. 
In addition, he said the 30 per 
cent rate is “unjust” because 
rost of the things paid for in 
night clubs already have been 
subjected to other high taxes. 

“There is a good deal of feel- 
ing over the countrv that the tax 
is too high, and that it is work- 
ing a good deal of a hardship on 
service men who go to hotels and 
so on where they can enjoy a 
little dancing,” George said.

of May $1,432,903.48, of which 
sum $985,124.27 was paid in on 
the last day of the month.

PARDONABLE PERSONALITIES 
During the recent Southern 
Baptist conventoin session quite a 


few people asked how it was that 
I, a thoroughbred Methodist from 
snout to tail, as Sam Jones would 
say, could and would write sym- 
pathetic news reports of Baptist 
affairs. While I am a Methodist, I 
am not hidebound, flea-bitten and 
moronic.

FOURTH SUNDAY WORK 

During the past 60 days 77 ad- 
ditional Methodist Sunday schools

The meanest gardening iob of 
all, but one that we must meet 
in our work with plant culture 
is that of fight- 
ing insects and 
diseases. It is 
rather difficult 
for the begin- 
ner to distin- 
guish between 
various types of 
insect damage 
and to adapt 
the particular — 
control meas- =. 
ures necessary - .: 
to combat these ; 
different in- 
sects. 

Insect injury 
to plants is 
roughly divided into two classes. 
First, there is the chewing insect, 
which eats away portions of 
stems, leaves and flowers of 
plants. Its damage is very easily 
detected, for portions of these 
plants are actually eaten away. 
The control for this type of pest 
is spraying or dusting with an ar- 
senical poison, often termed a 
stomach poison. 

The other class of insects is 
spoken of as the sucking type. 
This pest is equipped with special 
mouth parts, with which it drills 
into the interior of plant tissues 
and sucks the sap or fluid con- 
tents from the cells. Stomach poi- 
sons, such as the arsenicals, would 
be useless in trying to control this 
pest, for it does not eat away por- 
tions of the plant and thus take 
in small flakes of the arsenate. It 
simply bores through the outer 
surface to get to the inner cells. 
The only remedy then is the use 
of contact insecticides, which will 
kill the pest by suffocating it. 


OLD STANDBY 


Contact insecticides have be- 
come quite numerous in commer- 
cial manufacture these last few 
years, and now have many im- 
proved features as far as their 
effectiveness is concerned. The 
old standby in Black Leaf 40. In 
addition to this, numerous other 
compounds have been developed 
which have the same suffocating 
action on the insect, but are class- 
ed as non-poisonous and therefore 
are considered safer when used 
on the foliage of salad crops and 
other edible plants. These are ro- 
tenone, pyrethrum and cryolite. 

The use of contact insecticides, 
such as rotenone, pyrethrum and 
cryolite, has extended even be- 
yond that of controlling sucking 
insects, such as the aphid, and 
they are found to! be quite effec- 
tive in combatting most of the 
chewing insects as well. To obtain 
the best results on chewing in- 
sects, however, it is necessary to 
get as much of the material as 
possible in direct contact with the 
insect’s body. 


IDENTIFYING PESTS 


In addition to determining the 
control measures needed for cer- 
tain insects in the garden, it is 
helpful, too, to recognize these 
pests when we see them. The ac- 
companying descriptions are giv- 
en as a means of identification of 
the more common pests you will 
find in your garden, together with 
their particular control measures. 

There are red, black and green 
aphids, but those on vegetables 
are usually pale green. They cling 
to the underside of leaves, or on 
the growing ends of stems of 
many vegetables, multiplying with 
amazing rapidity. Use rotenone, 
pyrethrum or cryolite immediate- 
ly when the first specimens are 
detected. 

Asparagus beetles are  blue- 
black with lemon spots one-quar- 
ter-inch long. Use rotenone dust 
or spray while the harvest is on, 
and these or an arsenical dust or 
spray after the harvest. 

Blister beetles are gray, striped 
or black, three-quarter inch long. 
They prey on potato and tomato 
plants. Use rotenone or pyrethrum 
spray or dust with calcium arse- 
nate or cryolite. 

CUCUMBER BEETLE 

The striped cucumber beetle is 
one of the worst home garden 
pests. It has a yellow body with

Young plants should be protected 
from their first appearance. 

Flea beetles are small flealike 
insects which attack cabbages, 
eggplants, potatoes, tomatoes, tur- 
nips and other vegetables, and 
riddle the leaves with small holes. 
Use rotenone or cryolite dust or 
spray. 

The potato bug, or Colorado bee- 
tle, which may also attack egg- 
plants and tomatoes, is red with 
black stripes, half an inch long. 
Spray or dust with rotenone or 
arsenic. 

Potato leafhoppers are pale 
green, one-eighth inch long. They 
are also found on beans, swarming 
on your approach to the plants, on 
which they cause leaf-curl. Cryo- 
lite or rotenone dust or spray will 
control them. 


CUTWORM CONTROL 

Cutworms are caterpillars of 
various moths that hide by day 
and at night cut off young plants 
at the soil surface. Protect the 
plants with collars of heavy paper 
or cardboard surrounding the 
stems, extending an inch below 
the soil surface and two inches 
above, when the plants are set out. 

Squash bugs are reddish brown 
to black, three-quarter inch long. 
They lay egg clusters on the un- 
der side of leaves, and can be con- 
trolled by pyrethrum, cryolite or 
rotenone spray or dust. 

The Mexican bean beetle is a 
black sheep of the lady bug fam- 
ily. It is coppery brown with six 
black spots on each wing cover; it 
eats vines and lays yellow egg 
clusters on the under -side of 
leaves, which hatch out into larvae 
with voracious appetites. Plants 
must be thoroughly sprayed or 
dusted with rotenone, arsenic or 
cryolite. 

Tomato worms are green cater- 
pillars with conspicuous yellow 
markings, three to four inches 
long.. The worm eats tomato 
leaves, but is easily picked off, or 
killed by a rotenone, cryolite or 
arsenical spray or dust. 

CORN EAR WORM 

The corn ear worm is a cater 
pillar, two inches long, striped and 
marked green and brown, hatched 
from eggs laid on the young silk. 
Inject one-quarter teaspoonful of 
medical mineral oil in the silk 
channel of each ear soon after pol- 
lination. 

Cabbage worms are pale green 
caterpillars, one and one-quarter 
inches long, hatched from eggs laid 
by white butterflies, which are 
found on cabbage, cauliflower and

family. Dust with rotenone or cal- 
cium arsenate.

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Senate Bill by George of Georgia 
An important bill has been introduced in the senate by Walter 


George of Georgia. 

Long a friend of vocational education, the senator would 
provide, through this bill, for the vocational education of veterans 
returning from service, workers released from war plants, “and for 
other youths and adults.” 

It proposes an authorization of $97,500,000 annually to be 
distributed to the states and territories, through established edu- 
cational channels—State Boards of Vocational Education. The 
states and territories would not be required to “match” the 
federal funds for the fiscal years ending June 30, 1945, and June 
30, 1946, but would be required to contribute an amount equal to 
25 per cent of the sum allotted to them thereafter. 


Under the bill, $24,000,000 would be allotted to the states, on a 
population ratio basis, “for the planning, developing and operating 


area schools organized for the purpose of ‘conducting vocational... 
education of less than college grade...” 

Other allocations would go for: “(1) Agriculture: training in 
farm mechanics, related rural service occupations, production and 
conservation of food for family use, and other farm vocational 
educational service programs.” (Farm population ratios used in 
allocating these funds.) (2) Home Economics; (3) Public Service 
Occupations; (4) Trade and Industrial; (5) Distributive Occupa- 
tions (merchandise and service trades); (6) Advanced Office Oc- 


cupational Subjects; (7) Teacher Training; (8) Vocational 


Guidance. 
It is important to notice the senator carefully prepared the bill 


so that the money wil! be used by the “regular, already established” 
educational channels, the State Boards of Vocational Education. 
The funds need not be “matched” for the first two years, and then 
only 25 per cent must be paid. 

Georgia would receive aid in carrying on and developing the 
recent area trade school program recently inifiated by the State 
Board of Education. It also would enable the vocational schools 


to expand the rural community service, the program which already | 


has resulted in the establishment of 438 community canners, 
freezer lockers, farm school shops, and so on. 

The question may arise as to why provision is made for the 
training of those workers who wish to take advantage of the 
school. The answer is that most of the workers in war plants 
today have been trained in a single skill and opportunity for use 
of this skill will be greatly lessened at the end of the war. 

The bill has been referred to committee. It is an excellent bill.

It was evident from the first rise of Nazism to power that the 
plans of that evil force contemplated not only world conquest, but 
a complete revolution in world thinking and world faith. Hitler 
wrote that, plainly, in “Mein Kampf” and many other Nazi 
leaders were outspoken in their attacks upon Christianity and 
their plans to turn the world back to worship of the gods of 
paganism. 

Linked with Japan, a non-Christian nation of extreme cruelty, 
Germany would have, had she won the war, gone methodically to 
work to stamp out faith in the Christian religion. That she could 
not have, in the final outcome, succeeded, we know. If we do 
not know that, our faith js fruitless. 

But, through compulsory education of the children of all the 
conquered lands in the tenets of Nazism, as German children 
‘and youth have been taught for more than a decade, the Nazis 
would have, for a time at least, worked havoc with the ideals of 
religion and honor which are the foundation of decency among 
modern men and nations. 

One by one the church denominations in the United States 
are realizing that fact. Two weeks ago the general conference 
of the Methodist church adopted a report which said, “We 
repudiate the theory that a state, even though imperfect in itself, 
must not fight against intolerable wrongs.” 

The retiring moderator of the General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian church in the United States, in his closing address, con- 
demned isolationism as un-Christian. 

The Northern Baptist convention, carried by overwhelming vote 
a resolution declaring “God has a stake in this war.” 

Today the threat of Axis victory is almost. if not quite, gone. 
The world has again been saved from a new Dark Age. What the 
future will bring no man can tell. But, in the opportunity there 
will be to build a better and happier way of life for all mankind, 
it is good to know that religion, through its organized churches, 
stands foursquare with free men everywhere. The church will be 
closer to its people because of its recognition of the basic causes 
for which the Allied Nations fight.

ments by several cities and coun- 
ties, and acquisition of municipal 
hospitals by nearly a score of 


communities highlighted develop- 
ments in the municipal health 
service field during the last year. 

Setting up joint city-county 
health departments were Knox- 
ville and Knox county, Tenn.;

about 20 cents in hard money. Hard money, which meant ‘any 
Spanish, Portuguese, French or English coin, was scarce. Farmers 
and traders would take the Colonial money only at a tremendous 
discount—often as high as 60 to 1. 

The expression “not worth a Continental” stems from that time 
when our glorious farefathers had so little faith in their own money 
they would not accept it.

the story of how the British were able

Only Washington and a féw of the officers held the army to- 
gether. One might truthfully say it became Washington's war. 
The people were, generally speaking, apathetic. Many were greedy.

story of that famous mutiny of 


1781, said of the Continental soldiers who stuck, while thousands 
deserted and more of their: countrymen showed greed and apathy: 

“It turns out they were not vague figures of romance, but 
tough, wa@m flesh and blood, in whom nothing is hard to under- 
stand except their patience and endurance—which are the incred- 
ible qualities in the whole indestructible race of man.”

No man can foresee what the future: will 
bring. No man, despite all the talking and 
theorizing and planning for the “postwar world,” 
can tell what shape events will follow when 

Germany and Japan have recognized the inevitable and bowed in 
unconditional surrender. a 

It is, though, fascinating to use the imagination and try to 
picture the manner of life that will emerge out of the present world 
chaos. The manner of life which awaits our descendants of the 
generations to come, the social order in which men and women 
will live a hundred, or two hundred, years from now, 

In trying to envision the future, one development appears to 
me as inevitable. That is, regardless of how well organized and 
how firm the policing which will have to be imposed upon the 
conquered nations by the victors, Europe will go through a period 
of added horror. There will be riots and civil wars, turmoil and 
destruction. If for no other cause than the determination of those 
who have suffered:to exact revenge upon the Germans for all the 
tragedy they have imposed.

of World War I. and 1939, the beginning of World War II, were 
notable chiefly for the fantastic orgy of decadence and folly which 
held Europe in its grip. (Perhaps the depression of 1929 was, 
after all, a blessing for the United States. At any rate, it halted 
the craziness of the twenties and turned us to more serious thoughts 
and habits.) 

The men who were supposed to be the leaders in Europe, in 
those sad years now gone, were either criminals or fools and it is 
hard to tell which is the worse. Ruled by petty personal ambitions 
and lusts, they symbolically fiddled while the civilization we knew, 
whether good or bad, tumbled headlong toward disaster. 

Hitler, the insane ex-corporal, is but a symbol of the fantasy 
which inevitably brought Europe over the edge of the precipice. 
Vile as he is, he can be, in one sense, regarded as the logical 
product of his time, a period which will go down in history as a 
period of world aberration. 

In those years, despite the hunger of the poverty-stricken peo- 
ples, there appeared the phenomena of. absurdly wealthy people, 
newly rich profiteers, who swarmed in the capitals of Europe and 
used their wealth only for the satisfying of their own perverted 
appetites. The old society, in the sense of social leadership, largely 
disappeared and in its place came that crazy horde of adventurers 
and their women who staged their bacchanalian orgies, forgot de- 
cency and honor and carelessly sacrificed entire nations to their 
own petty ambitions 

England was ruled by a group of complacent stupidities, typified 
by the tragic figure of Chamberlain, the man who thought it pos- 
sible to build security upon the shifting sands of the promises of 
dishonored criminals. 


NO MORE DRONES? If the world is to build, out of war's 


chaos, a manner of life worth know- 
ing, the decadent fools must never again be permitted to emerge 
from the obscurity of the cesspools of society. 

The only hope is that a day will come when the world shall 
judge the worth of the individual not by his possessions, in the 
form of bank balances and jewels and all the vulgar display of too 
great wealth, but by his work, his service to his fellows. 

The day must come when the physical evidence of human para- 
sitism shall be the stigmata of shame. Never again must the peoples 
of the earth be crucified upon the cross of irresponsible selfishness. 

But, to reach this goal, there must inevitably be a period of 
readjustment which will bring a new agony. Not alone the suffer- 
ings of war, but the pangs of the birth of a new manner of life 
and a new habit of world thought, must be endured for the sake 
of the better world that, some day, will surely emerge. 


AS FOR THE EAST— As for the great world of the Orient, 
the mystery of the future there is 
even deeper than that of Europe. 

It is self-evident that the evil synonym of dictatorial force, the 
Japanese, must be crushed before there can be any hope at all for 
the teeming millions of the east. | 

There can be, however, no return to the prewar days of ex- 
ploitation of vast native populations for the white man overlord. 
Not the peoples of the Orient, any more than those of the Occident, 
were intended to be slaves. Only one fact emerges from the dark 
picture of the future in Asia and the Pacific. That is, the white 
man must come, not to exploit, but to help, to lead, to be the kindly 
big brother, for peoples who have not yet taken even the first 
faltering step on the road to decent self-government and self- 


sufficiency.

Isn't that a rather usual 
mistake made by each generation? 
| Each generation forms its estimates 
‘and definitions, and hands them 
down to the next generation with 
la sense of authority. But often 
'the children refuse to accept the 
‘dictum of the fathers. 

Of course, any church or nation 
‘or for that matter any individual, 
has a right to make a list of saints. 
But I would insist that there 
should be some solemn sense of 


responsibility in the selection. 
Saint-making is a serious business. 
When the church is selecting a 
saint it is making a definition of 
its religion and is translating into 
terms of personality is religious 
ideal. This is true, also, when the 
nation is choosing its saints (for 
national heroes are truly -national 
Saints); it is giving a definition of 
patriotism and expressing in terms 
of personality its standard of citi- 
zenship. A saint should be a source 
‘of inspiration, a measuremen f 
value and a standard by whi to 
judge the characters of men. 


Choosing a Saint 

Saints are rightly chosen from 
among the dead, because we 
cannot rightly judge the final 
worth of a character until the life 
is completed. There have been 
some sad cases of live saints and 
heroes who stepped down from 
their pedestals to do deeds unwor- 
thy of their sainthood, But per- 
haps the most fertile source of 
failure in the choice of saints has 
been when they were chosen in 
an atmosphere of maudlin senti- 
mentality, created by partisan 
eulogies delivered at the funeral. 

It is a decent and wholesome 
instinct in human nature which 
bids us “speak no evil of the 
dead.” The dead can’t defend 
themselves: But out of this senti- 
ment has grown a false and dan- 
gerous inclination which leads to 
the exaggeration of the virtues 


of the one who has died. 
ordinary run of life there would 
be no harm done. But we are con- 
sidering the making of saints. That 
' Should be done in a calm and quiet 
atmosphere, when enough time 
has passed to give a proper pers- 
/pective, in which true values may 
ibe impartially weighed and esti- 
'mated. Because your saint is go-

ithe characters of future genera- 
| tions. 

| Monuments, memorials, and 
every form of roll of honor have 
been cheapened in our national 
life.

Two state Republican leaders decried the racial fight for party 
control and took a walk.

Harry Sommers, of Atlanta, who 
had been on both sides at various times during the conventions, 
finally withdrew from both factions and described the Georgia Re- 
publican situation as “hopeless.” Sommers, incidentally, occupied 
an unique place in Georgia Republican ranks. At the time the 
predominantly Negro organization was electing him a national dele- 
gate, there was talk in the lily-white group of designating him as 
a national delegate from that outfit. Sommers had attempted to 
bring the two factions together. Both wanted him because of his 
friendship to Dewey, whom both groups believe will be nominated 
for the presidency. 


VARIED REACTION Praise and bitter criticism from all 


parts of the nation have come to Gov- 
ernor Arnall for his suggestion that the two national political con 
ventions be canceled as “useless.” Predicting Roosevelt's nomina- 
tion by acclamation and pointing out that Hoover will pick the 
Republican presidential candidate, Arnall said the 1944 campaign 
will be based on “Roosevelt and prosperity versus Hoover and 
panic.” He predicted the little people «will favor Roosevelt and 
the big people will back Hoover. 


Thumbing through his letters, the Governor observed his pre 
diction is running true. 

“Letters written on fancy stationery usually oppose Roosevelt,” 
he said, ‘“‘while those written in pencil on rough tablet paper usually 
praise the President.” 


NOT SO BAD Those mournful numbers which the state admin- 

istration has been fearing so much to hear—the 
final returns of the state income tax—still have not been announced 
officially. But Revenue ‘Commissioner Gene Cook discloses the 
numbers won't be as mournful as anticipated. 

When it was announced Georgians could deduct from their state 
income tak returns their federal income tax payments—those big 
20 per cent babies—-the state financial experts called for the aspirins, 
and the Governor told his departments to batten down the hatches 
and economize, economize, economize. 

The state will miss an estimated nine million dollars because of 
the federal deductions, Cook says. But this will be a fathure to 
gain, rather than a loss from last year's figures, he points out. In- 
creased wage earnings have caused 30 per cent more Georgians to 
file state income taxes this year. This increase in taxpayers will 
offset the loss in federal deductions. 

Cook believes the state income tax revenue will be the same 
this year as it was last year—fifteen million dollars. It would 
have been about twenty-four million dollars if Georgians had de- 
ducted state taxes from federal returns instead of federal taxes 
from state returns. 

Any encouragement the department heads might gain from these 
income tax figures is dashed by State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. 
however. He warns they are building a “fool's paradise” by set- 
ting their spending program on a war-prosperity plane that is six 
million dollars higher than the normal income of peacetimes. When 
peace comes, what then? he asks,

Pilots, Crewmen 
Use Bicycles On 


Big Airdromes 

A B-26 BASE IN ENGLAND, 
May 27—(By Wireless)—Every 
pilot and enlisted combat crew- 
man on this bomber station has 
an English bicycle, for the dis- 
tances are long on a big airdrome. 


The boys in my hut have to go 
about a mile to flying line and 
about a quarter of a mile to eat. 
Breakfast ends at 8:00, and like 
human beings the world over, 
those not flying get up just in 
time to run fast and beat the 
breakfast deadline by five seconds. 

They eat at long wooden tables, 
sitting on benches. But they have 
white tablecloths, and soldiers to 
serve them. At supper they have 
'to wear neckties and their dress 
blouses. The officers’ club bar 
opens half an hour before supper 
and some of the boys go and have 
a couple of drinks before eating. 
As @verywhere else in England, 
the whisky and gin are all gone a 
few minutes after the bar opens. 

The enlisted crewmen eat in a 
big room adjoining the officers’ 
mess. They eat exactly the same 
food, but they eat it a little differ- 
ently. They line up and pass 
through a chow line. White porce- 
lain plates are furnished them, 
but they have to bring their own 
knife, fork, spoon and canteen cup. 


TABLES NOT COVERED 


Their tables are not covered. 
When they are through they carry 
out their own dishes and empty 
anything left over into a garbage 
pail, but they don’t have to wash 
their dishes. The enlisted men 
don’t have to dress up, ever for 
supper. 

Everybody feels that the food is 
exceptionally good. Since I’ve 
been here we’ve had real eggs for 
breakfast, and for other meals 
such things as pork chops, ham- 
burger steak, chocolate cake and 
ice cream. 

Of course, both of these messes 
are for combat crews only. 
Ground personnel eat at a differ- 
ent mess. They don’t have quite 
as fine a choice as the fliers, but 
I guess nobody begrudges them a 
little extra. 

FLIERS’ NAMES ON POST 


This same hut has a tiny little 
garden walk leading up to the 
door. On a high post flanking the 
walk there hangs white wooden 
boards with the name of each 
flyer in the hut painted in green 
letters, and under the name rows 
of little green bombs representing 
the number of missions he has 
been on. 

All the names are of officers ex- 
cept for the bottom board, which 
says “Pfc, Gin Fizz,” and under it 
are painted five little puppy dogs 
marching along in a row with their 
tails up. 

Pfc, Gin Fizz is a little white 
dog with a face like a gargoyle, 
and altogether the most ratty and 
repulsive-looking animal I’ve ever 
seen. But she produces beautiful 
pups practically like an assembly 
line, and the station is covered 
with her offspring. 

Dogs are rampant on this sta- 
tion. They have everything from 
fat, fuzzy little puppies with eyes 
barely open to a gigantic Great 
Dane. This one magnificent beast 
is owned by Lieutenant Richard 
Lightfine, of Garden City, L. L, 
and goes by the name of Tray. 


A CUR NAMED OMER 


The gunner sergeants in the 
barracks where I’ve been living 
have a breedless but lovable cur 
named Omer. It came by its name 
in a peculiar fashion. 

Some months ago the squadron 
made a raid on a town in France 
named St. Omer. One plane got 
shot up over the target, and back 
in England had to make a forced 
landing at a strange field. While 
waiting for the crippled plane to 
be patched up the crew acquired 
this puppy. In celebration of their 
return from the dead they named 
him Omer. Omer sleeps ,impar- 
tially on anybody's cot, and the 
boys bring him scraps from the 
mess hall in their canteen cups. 
Omer doesn’t even know he’s at 
war, and he has a wonderful time. 

This station has a glee club, too, 
and a very good one. They gave a 
concert for the people of the near- 
est village and I went along to 
hear it. 

The tlub has 29 men in it, most- 
ly ground men but some fliers. 
The director is Corporal Frank 
Parisi, of Bedford, Ohio. He taught 
music in junior high school there. 

The club has already given 10 
concerts, and they are so good they 
are booked for three concerts 
weekly for the next six weeks and 
slated to sing in London. So you 
see lots of things besides shooting 
and dying can go along with a 
war.

Roosevelt-And Dewey-Should 
Make Public Their Intentions 


In all the discussion about the fourth-term candidacy of President 
Roosevelt, one aspect, a serious one, seems to have*been overlooked. 
I refer to the lack of faith shown by the President in the people of 
the United States who upon three occasions showed their faith in 


him by electing him to the highest office of the nation. 


of such confusion and strain it 
seems to me that the moment is 
long past wherl™the President 
should abandon his frivolous and 
limitable position and make a sim- 
ple declaration concerning: his in- 
tention to run for a fourth term or 
not to run. Indeed, with the date 
of the Democratic convention only 
a few weeks away, it seems to me 
that such a declaration is no less 
than an obligation upon a man 
who wishes to go down in history 
as more than a politician. 

The strain of waiting for the in- 
vasion has been a very heavy one 
upon millions of American citi- 
zens, and it has come at a moment 
when their lives have been made 
intolerably confused by a _ thou- 
sand anxieties, all the way from 
the erratic, irresponsible, opera- 
tions of selective service and the 
distress over where the money is 
coming from to pay all the taxes 
that burden them down to wres- 
tling with ration boards and price 
ceilings. A good many of these 
worries and difficulties, but not 
all of them, have been unavoid- 
able in the conduct of war; some 
have been created needlessly by 
Mr. Roosevelt’s own administra- 
tion.

DEWEY AHEAD FOR MONTHS 

Governor Dewey has been the 
most popular choice of Republican 
voters for a considerable period of 
time. He was leading over all 
other rivals in Institute polls as 
far back as May, 1943, His popu- 
larity increased gradually until it 
reached 55 per cent last month, 
then spurted up to the present 
figure of 65 per cent. 

This figure represents a far 
higher vote than was ever found 
for Alfred M. Landon prior to the 
1936 convention. The peak of 
Landop’s popularity among Re- 
publicans came in May, 1936, 
when 59 per cent of G, O. P. vot- 
ers polled said they wanted to gee 
him nominated at the convention 
the following month. 

In 1940, Willkie started out with 
only 1 per cent three months be- 
fore the convention. Dewey, at 
that time prosecuting attorney in 
New York, was the most popular 
candidate. But Willkie gained 
rapidly in May and June, when 
the grave war situation brought 
about by the fall of France made 
many Republican voters feel that 
a more experienced man _ should 
lead the party. When the nomi- 
nating convention opened, Willkie 
had become the most popular 
choice of the rank and file, with 
44 per cent, as compared to only 
29 per cent for Dewey at that 
time. 

DEWEY VS. ROOSEVELT 

If Dewey and Roosevelt are the 
opposing candidates this year, as 
most political observers seem to 
think, the race gives every evi- 
dence of being close. 

Recent Institute surveys match- 
ing the two candidates show a 
slight advantage for Roosevelt— 
51 per cent, as against 49 per cent 
for. Dewey. On the other hand, 
an analysis of eight special con- 
gressional elections since last No- 
vember gives the Republicans a 
slight advantage—5l per cent. 
The two taken together show an 
even race,

This column often receives inquiries from readers asking if the war 
has as yet produced any great poets; if any really great poems have 
come out of the foxholes and blistering beachheads, 


In answer, we can say we be- 
lieve no other war in history has 
produced so large a number of 
poets and versifiers, in uniform. 
The mails are flooded with sol- 
diers or seamen sending back 
home for perusal and appraisal, 
their latest thoughts set down in 
verse form. For many, it is their 
first effort since early school days; 
others are merely extending their 
emotions on paper, in hopes of at 
last mastering the technic of a 
good poem or achieving a con- 
siderably above-average perform- 
ance. So many boys overseas have 
sent back verses that a large num- 
ber of newspapers have retused 
to print them, doubting their au- 
thénticity. Several small-town 
Georgia papers recently were 
forced into this decision, after re- 
ceiving the same poem offered 
for publication by as many as 
three or four different soldiers, 
each of whom had signed their 
own name as author, 

Perhaps it is too early to fairly 
appraise war poems for their 
greatness. Time is often chief 
arbiter of a good or a bad poem. 
Doubtless there are many thou- 
sands of poems packed safely 
away in barracks bags, or field 
kits, which have yet to find their 
way back home. Most of their au- 
thors will prefer to bring them 
down the gangplanks with them, 
show them to their family and 
friends after dismissal from the 
Army. But a few have trickled 
through and found their way into 
print. 

FOR ALL FLIERS 

“High Flight,” by a 19-year-old 
American flier has, perhaps, reach- 
ed a wider audience than any 
other, due, doubtless, to its bril- 
liance, its nobility of expression 
from one so young. In it this 
flier, who was killed shortly after 
he wrote the sonnet, has, in real- 
ity, spoken for the fliers of every 
nation—for all who, through 
war’s burning necessities, have 
become brother to wind and rain, 
to star and. moon, and cloudless 
reaches of sky. 

For a beautifully poignant per- 
sonal expression of love, we can 
think of nothing the war has pro- 
duced which surpasses the follow- 
ing poem by the American Army's 
Lieutenant Arthur Gordon: 
LAST HOUR OF LEAVE ) 
Now through the graying darkness, 

while you’re sleeping, 
Breathless across the sea the dawn 


draws near, 

Rushed is the night wind’s restless, 
troubled sweeping, 

Now the small voice of certainty is

forsake me, 

Here under this or any other sun, 

Wherever Life, wherever Death

_Noel Coward, that most versa- 
tile, perhaps, of all present-day 
Englishmen in the service of his 
country, wrote certainly a very 
powerful poem, entitled “Lie in the 
Dark and Listen.” Ralph McGill 
used it in one of his columns 
written back from England last 
winter. He had seen it in a Lon- 
don publication, and it later ap- 
peared in a spring issue of the 
Atlantic Monthly. It is too long 
to quote here, but if you haven’t 
read it, a trip to your local library 
will prove a great joy to you. It 
is a poem no one can afford to 
miss. 

THREE BEST 


Beyond the three poems men- 
tioned here today, we can say in 
truth we have not come upon any 
others which excel them. There 
may be others, perhaps many, 
which have appeared, but if bet- 
ter poems than these have been 
written during this war they have 
not come to our attention. 

Here is the great sonnet by 
Lieutenant John Gillespie Magee 
Jr. of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force.

edgeville, has crocheted during 
the past five and a half years 
since she has not been able to} 
leave her bed, “The time hasn’t 
seemed long to me,” she says, “‘be- 
cause my friends have been s0 
good to me. Many people forget 
you when you have been sick a 
long time, but my friends haven't.” 
Mrs. Smith, who has a lovely 
voice, used to sing in the Baptist 
choir, and elsewhere around Mill- 
edgeville. She can’t get out to 
sing now, so sometimes her friends 
come and sing with her.

TREASURES. When a U-boat tor- 
pedoed one of our Liberty ships off 
Mozambique, Portuguese East Africa, 
last year, Steward George Jack Kessel 
grabbed a sack of onions and his 
mandolin before jurzsping into the 
lifeboat. 

He and his 14 shipmates drifted 
for 20 days. They existed on one bis- 
cuit, one ounce of pemmican, and 
three ounces of water a day. The 
onions lasted nine days. During the 
last five days they had no food. All 
the men were living skeletons. 

“You'd be surprised how much 
punishment the human body can 
take. It’s the mind that cracks first,”’ 
says Kessel, now in New York. 
‘After the fourth day, one of the men 
tried to jump overboard. The others 
were beginning to get hysterical. To 
relieve the tension, I took the man- 
dolin out of its waterproof case and 
started to pick out a tune. I played 
all night; and then all day; the men 
kept begging. ‘Play some more.’”’ 


SHOWBOAT. Kesse! had a song- 
book, and played every tune in it 
until the book became pulp. “To 
keep our minds off our desperate con- 
dition, we related our dreams, we 
played games and composed songs. 
We put on a Lifeboat Follies and 
everybody had to entertain, We nick- 
named our boat the “Tin Pan Alley.’ 
We sang every song we could re- 
member. We told all the jokes we 
knew. We prayed. And that mandolin 
was our symphony orchestra, our 
dance band, our church organ. 

“On the twentieth day, we sighted 
shore. Miraculously, a huge wave 
threw us all onto the beach. We 
straggled thirty miles over jungle 
trails, led by natives, to a British 


The mandolin was saved 


Army outpost. After two or three 
days in a hospital, we -were well 
enough to go sight-seeing. The doc- 
tors said that without my mandolin 
half of us would have died and the 
‘rest would have needed months of 
nursing. Now alJ are back on ships.”’ 
Kesec! says: ‘And all that mando- 
lin cost was twelve dollars and fifty 
cents. We would have gone crazy 
without it. It saved our lives.”

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ON MEMORIAL DAY...

_The boys who have died 
would want you to think 
of them in this way... 


OW would they like you to observe 
this Memorial Day — those who 
have lost their lives in this war? 

I think that if they could speak, there 
are special things they would ask, this 
year, and as long as their war lasts. 

First, they would ask not to be thought 
of as different, set apart, separated (by the 
mere fact of death) from the men of their 
ships or their outfits. 

You see, they aren’t. As they would 
tell you, it’s simply that they were the 
ones to go. While they still lived and 
fought, they figured it the fighting-man’s 
way: It might happen to anybody - 
your bunkie, the sharer of your chow, the 


man at your elbow in the gun crew. Sure °. 


But your turn might come tomorrow or 
the next day — or the next minute. 
Well, their turn came and beckoned to 
them. And they went. “‘But,’’ they would 
ask, “‘are we different, simply because we 
happened to be the ones to go?”’ 


To THE men who walked and fought be- 
side them, those who have died are still 
very much a part of the outfit. They died, 
literally that others might live. 

Fighting men know those things. There 
is scarcely one of them but can say (point- 
ing to a face in a group picture), “If it 
hadn’t been for that guy, I wouldn’t be 
here.’’ And they all know it together: that 
the sacrifice of those who aren’t at chow 
tonight made it possible for the outfit to 
hold, the ship to live, the plane to get 
back to its landing field. That, as much 
even as the ties of companionship-in- 
arms (and they are very strong), is the 
reason why fighting units always remem- 


ber the ones who don't come back. In 
death these men become forever a part 
of the unit’s life. 

And out of that knowledge comes the 
second thing which, I think, the fallen 
kids would ask: ‘““Think not of us, but of 
the outfit. Pay honor not to us who hap- 
pened to draw the short straw out of the 
hand of Fate, but to all who stepped up 
with us and took their draw like men — 
and to all the others in the ships and 
planes and platoons everywhere who will 
be stepping up in their turn. They will 
be frightened as men must be, knowing 
that death will come to some of them, 
and pain and disfigurement to others. But 
they will step up together, for the sake 
of one another and because they will not 
let the outfit down.”’ 


FicHTinc men feel very strongly that 
way. Out there, you're a long way from 
home; a long way, too, from big ideals and 
rhetorical concepts. But you're close to the 
other men in the spirit of the fleet or the 
squadron or the division — so close that 
when the heat is on, you may forget 
everything but the outfit. And it is the 
outfit at. large — the men-at-arms of the 
United States of America — that they 
would want you to honor this Memorial 
Day, and every other, so long as the 
fighting lasts. 

There will be time, later, for thinking 
of the mien who have gone, in the quiet- 
ness and beauty of Memorial Days to 
come, when kids yet unborn will bring in 
flowers from the fields, and men now 
young will have grown old; and it will 
seem as though the ones who died in this 
war are youths in a far-off world —a 
world half-forgotten except for them. 

But now, at least, let us think of them 
as still with us, still part of the fighting 
units that deserve all our thoughts on this 
year’s day of remembrance.

TOUCH OF HEAVEN 


BY HAL BORLAND 


Where can a GI find a home 
near camp for his wife and 
children? Here’s one answer: 
There should be many more... 


N PEACETIME, Orlando, Fla., was a winter 
resort of about 35,000 population. Now it 
is headquarters for the Army Air Forces 
Tactical Center, one of the country’s major 
military installations, and its population has 
almost doubled. That means a housing prob- 
lem, critical and acute, just as similar mush- 
rooming has meant housing problems in every 
major military center in America. 

Captain John Mitchell, AAFTAC Housing 
Officer, was holding his weary head the day 
William Eubank was ushered into his office. 
Captain Mitchell was having particular trou- 
bles with housing for enlisted men. 

“I have thirty apartments,”’ Mr. Eubank 
said without preliminaries, “‘which I should 
like to offer to servicemen.” 


At that, the Captain lifted his eyebrows. 

“I’ve got one restriction, though,’’ Mr. 
Eubank added, and Captain Mitchell winced. 

He knew about restrictions — no enlisted 
men, no children, no pets. But Mr. Eubank 
was saying, “I want only enlisted men. And 
I'd prefer enlisted men with children.” 

Captain Mitchell blinked, steeled himself 
and asked the decisive question: ‘“‘What rent 
are you asking?”’ 

“Four dollars a week for two rooms,”’ said 
Mr. Eubank. “Six dollars for three.”’ 


The Captain Gets a Shock 


“Say that again,’ Captain Mitchell ordered. 
Local rents were running $15 a week for three 
rooms, and even higher — when you could 
find a vacancy. Mr. Eubank repeated his fig- 
ures and added, ‘‘Water and electricity free.’’ 
Captain Mitchell rubbed his eyes. Mr. 
Eubank was still there, not a dream. He 
seemed to be enjoying himself. 

_ Bill Eubank, it developed, knew a good 
deal about human troubles. He had been a 


deputy sheriff in Volusia County and a judge 
up at Port Orange before he and Mrs. Eubank 
moved to Orlando. They now had two sons 
and a son-in-law in the Army, all of 
them enlisted men. The boys and their 
wives had written home about their own 
housing problems. 

Mr. and Mrs. Eubank also had five houses 
flanking a pleasant dead-end street named 
Grove Hill Court, where children could play 
in safety. Those houses had had resort ten- 
ants during the peacetime years. But a few 
weeks before, the Eubanks had made all the 
houses over into apartments. It was those 
apartments Mr. Eubank was offering now. 

“Send along the enlisted men,”’ he said at 
the end of the interview. “And don’t forget 
we like kids.”’ 

That’s how it began. There hasn’t been a 
vacancy for more than a day since the Grove 
Hill Court apartments were opened to serv- 
icemen. There is, in fact, a waiting list as 
long as your arm. 

The tenants have home addresses from all 
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Almost all of the occupants are young mar- 
ried couples, and they appreciate the infor- 
mality and family air of the whole setup. A 
corporal from New York sums it up by say- 
ing, ‘Living here is like being a member of the 
Eubank family. Pa and Ma are always trying 
to make things pleasant for us.”’ A sergeant 
from Pennsylvania says, “An evening in the 
Eubank living room is almost as good as a 
trip back home.”’ A private from Maine says, 
“We thought we were going to have to camp 
in a park, we got so many turn-downs before 
we found this place. After what we’ve been 
through, this is heaven.” 


She’s Their GI Mother 


Mars. Evsanx mothers the girls, listens. to 
their problems, advises with their sewing, 
goes with them to barn dances. She has or- 
ganized “‘stork’’ parties for them. ““We feel 
we are helping our own boys and girls,”’ she 
says, ‘““when we help these young people. It’s 
hard, being so far from home. Some of them 
get pretty lonely, and if they haven’t a decent 
place to live, it’s worse.” 

In good weather the Eubank front porch 
is the scene of an informal gathering almost 
every evening. The young people sit around 
and talk and joke and sing GI talk, 
largely: congratulations on promotions, dis- 
cussion of service problems. But also woman 
talk, about rationing and cooking and shop- 
ping, and jobs, for many of the girls work 
either in Orlando or out at the post. The chil- 
dren especially look forward to Wednesday 
evenings, when the Eubanks preside at a 
weekly frankfurter roast. This is a particu- 
larly festive event for the children of enlisted 
men who have been sent overseas; several of 
the wives and families left behind have stayed 
on at Grove Hill Court. 

Mr. Eubank wishes he had twice as many 
apartments. ‘“‘We have to turn down too 
many, simply because we haven’t room. 
Every time I see that wating list, I wince. 
We have succeeded in finding room for some 
of them with friends of ours, and we keep on 
trying. They’re such good, decent young 
Americans you just have to help them. 

“Financially,”’ he says, “the project just 
about pays for itself. I don’t even have to 
collect the rent. The boys or their wives come 
past in the evening and we sit there on the 
porch and talk, and they hand me a few dol- 


“over America — from villages and cities alike. lars. We didn’t go into it for money. We just 


got tired of seeing these youngsters turned 
down because they had children. They can’t 
afford resort rent, and nobody should ask 
them to pay it. It just isn’t right!’ 

* Grove Hill Court hasn’t solved the Orlando 
Army housing problem, as the waiting list 
proves, But it has shown what-can be done 
when landlords realize that they are in this 
war, too. It’s a particularly bright spot in a 
national picture characterized by such want 
ads as this one, which appeared in the New 
Orleans ‘“Times-Picayune”’: 


WANTED BY A-NAVAL OFFICER’S WIFE — 
whose husband is serving overseas — and 
THREE MONSTERS in the form of my little 
children — TO RENT — a 2- or 3-bedroom 
house, apartment, BARN or CAGE or what- 
ever is supposed to serve as shelter when 
such terrible creatures as children have 
to be considered. . . 


Every serviceman who has tried to find 
quarters for his wife or family near a 
service station has been baffled, dazed 
and battered by the problem. It has been 
acute in defense-factory areas, where service 
pay has had to compete with industrial sala- 
ries. It has been particularly painful in resort 
areas, where the Army or Navy man’s limited 
income has faced prices gauged for annuities 
and retirement funds. It has been critical 
for anyone with children. And it is still critical 
virtually everywhere. 


Want to Imitate Him? 


Tue mushrooming of Army centers. has 
been partly to blame, and building-material 
shortages have intensified the problem. But 
cupidity has been a large factor, too; and that 
phase of the situation is particularly disgrace- 
ful. Army and Navy men aren’t alone in 
thinking that landlords should let service 
families have a roof over their heads for at 
least a few dollars less than service pay.

A very natural impulse of kindness is to send a few flowers 
with a note either immediately or a few days or weeks after 
the funeral to any bereaved person who is particularly in 
your thoughts. A few flowers sent from time to time—possibly 
for long afterward—are especially comforting in their assur-

Sounding Off!

Be careful when you 
whistle. You may be 


misunderstood .. . 


HEN the King of Italy visit- 
ed Naples recently, reports 
reaching the United States were 
conflicting One paper said that 
the Neapolitans “enthusiastically 
acclaimed their sovereign.’’ An- 
other stated the reception given 
the King was “definitely hostile.’ 
Explanation: the people of Na- 
ples had whistled at the King. 
While the American whistle means 
appreciation, the Italian sound 
shows disapproval. 

Although hundreds of diction- 
aries are around to help us trans- 
late foreign words, nobody has 
bothered to translate sounds, It’s 
a job that needs doing, now that 
American soldiers and civilians 
are dealing more and more with 
the natives of foreign lands. 


Careers Ruined 


WuHuoL.e careers have been ruined 
by an ignorance of basic noises. 
Before the war, a certain young 
Englishman at a French university 
idolized his teacher. To show his 
approval at the end of a particu- 
larly brilliant lecture, the young 
student started pounding the top 
of his bench and stamping his feet 
on the floor. To his surprise he was 
immediately thrown out of the 
room -—— and, for all practical pur- 
poses, out of the university too. 
Why? Because at Oxford or Cam- 
bridge that kind of noise indicates 
appreciation, but in France it says: 
“I’m fed up. I want to go home.” 

There is a cértain type of whistle 
used by Americans to salute a 
good-looking girl. But this kind 
of music would be misunder- 
stood in Italy, where admira- 
tion is indicated by a chuckle. 

The excited American in front 
of a dish of ice cream is supposed 
to say “Yum, yum.’’ But don’t try 
this in Naples, because your host 
will think you are in a hurry to 
leave. ““Yum’’ means “Let's go’’ in 
the Neapolitan dialect. 

Here are some other basic sounds 
and their various interpretations. 
““Tsk-tsk"’ means “‘No” in Italy, 
but a German goes “‘tsk-tsk”’ when 
he’s disappointed, and we use the 
same sound to register disapproval. 


“‘Hush-hush”” means “Quiet!” in 
English — “Hurry up” in German. 

You stop horses in Russia by 
the sound “Pbrrr’’ (emitted with 
vibrating lips), but in Italy you 
shout “Oh.”’ You invite horses to 
move by a whistling sound in 
Russia, by two clucks in America, 
by the shout “Ahrry-oh’’ in Ital- 
ian. “Pfui” indicates disgust in 
Germany, but “‘Pha’’ must be used 
in Russia. You call somebody’s 
attention by the sound ‘‘Pst-pst”’ 
in Russian, but if you want to call 
a cat you go “Ks-ks.” 


Signs Confused, Too 


THE confusion can be still greater 
in sign language. Our yes (mov- 
ing the head up and down) means 
no in Turkish and our no (shaking 
the head laterally) means yes in 
the same language. We touch 
wood, Italians touch iron. 

A famous American yachtsman, 
William A. Robinson, was once 
trying to bring his small ketch into 
a South Sea lagoon during a storm. 
He saw a group of natives on the 
beach frantically motioning him 
back. After hours of struggle Mr. 
Robinson eventually realized that 
the native gesture for “come in” 
was our gesture for “go away,” 
and he entered. 

Animals, too, learn the mean- 
ings of gestures and sounds ac- 
cording to their nationality. It’s 
hopeless to try to speak to an 
Argentinian mule in French or 
even to a Northern German mule 
in Southern German dialect. 


Might Wreck Invasion 


Tms latter might be serious. 
Imagine: an American army has 
landed on the Yugoslavian coast. 
The troops have supplies to be 
carried across the mountains. The 
local patriots give mules to the 
American doughboys. But strategy 
requires that the Americans be 
alone in one sector, the Yugoslavs 
in another. The zero hour is near. 
Everything is ready for the attack. 
The order comes. Everybody 
moves on, but ... the Yugoslav 
mules don’t. The American boys 
don’t know the right sounds! Thus 
the whole blueprint for an invasion 
is thrown out of schedule. 

But there is one sound that is 
unequivocally understood on either 
side of the Atlantic. It goes “Brrr’’ 
and we in New York call it the 
Bronx cheer.

For A Goop SAUCE... 


BY ESTHER FOLEY 


Here’s what you must 
know, if you want it 
smooth and tasty... 


ANY a cook has been made or 

broken by sauce alone. Will! 
it thicken? Won't it thicken? Will 
it lump? 

A gravy, a white sauce, a cream 
soup — these show up so often in 
economical meals that a knowl- 
edge of the “how”’ of thickening 
can make success more certain, 
and do away with waste. 

Lumps in sauces are caused by 
the swelling of the first grains of 
flour or cornstarch that come in 
contact with liquid. These swelled 
grains tend to stick together, mak- 
ing lumps that cannot be beaten 
out. So the first step in making a 
smooth sauce is to separate the 
starch grains. e 

The. use of certain ingredients 
will separate these starch grains. 
Melted or softened fat is the most 
common ingredient for this pur- 
pose. That’s why most sauce reci- 
pes begin “blend fat with flour.”’ 

Using a little cold liquid is an- 
other very common way to sepa- 
rate the starch grains before they 
lump. 

In dessert sauces, sugar mixed 
with the cornstarch or flour helps 
prevent lumping. 


Blending Flour and Liquid 


THe second step for a smooth 
sauce is combining flour and liquid 
properly. How can hot stew broth 
be thickened into gravy, for in- 
stance, without lumping? Maké an 
estimate of the amount of simmer- 
ing liquid. Measure out 2 table- 
spoons of flour for each cup of 
broth, and blend into it an equal 
amount of melted drippings or fat. 
Now stir in about half of the hot 
broth slowly. Then add this to the 
stew and simmer until evenly 
thickened, stirring gently now and 
then. Season to taste. 

In making white sauce, how- 
ever, cold liquid can be used. 
Blend 2 tablespoons of flour and 
2 tablespoons of fat until very 
smooth. Then add, ail al once, 
1 cup cold milk. Cook over low 
heat, stirring constantly until 
thickened and smooth. 

And there are the twin secrets of 
smooth sauces. If the liquid is Aot, 
as in stew making, the liquid must 
be added slowly to the flour mix- 
ture. If the liquid is cold, as in 


making white sauce, it can be add- 
ed to the flour all at once. 


Cream of Carrot Seup 


1 to 3 cups diced carrots 

3 tablespoons butter 

3 tablespoons flour 

3 cups milk 

1 cup light cream 

salt, pepper 

Cook carrots in boiling water, 
uncovered, until tender, about 15 
minutes. Drain; press through a 
ricer or sieve. Melt butter, blend 
in the flour and add milk. Cook, 
stirring until mixture is smooth. 
Cook slowly for 5 minutes. Add 
carrot purée and the cream. Season 
to taste, garnish with chopped 
parsley. Yield: 6 portions. _ 


Kidney Saute 

6 veal or 9 lamb kidneys 

3 tablespoons flour 

3 tablespoons butter 

1% cups stock, hot 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

4 cup currant jelly 

3¢ cup red wine 

Wash kidneys, split, remove skin 
and fat, and soak in cold salted 
water % hour. Drain and slice 
thin. Stir flour into butter and 
brown slightly; add stock grad- 
ually and cook 5 minutes, stirring 
until thickened. Add kidneys and 
seasonings, and cook 10 minutes, 
or until tender; add jelly beaten 
slightly with fork, and wine; heat 
and serve at once. Wine may be 
omitted and 14% teaspoons horse- 
radish and 1% tablespoons lemon 
juice added with jelly. Yield: 6 
portions. 


Mexicallate Sauce 


44 medium-sized onion, minced 

2 tablespoons butter 

l bay leaf 

lg green pepper, chopped 

2 cups tomato juice 

4 teaspoon salt 

l teaspoon sugar 

6 teaspoon allspice 

1% tablespoons flour 

2 tablespoons water 

Sauté onion in butter 2 minutes; 
add bay leaf and pepper and cook 
<2 minutes longer. Add tomato 
juice and seasonings, cover and 
simmer 15 minutes. Strain. Make 
a paste of flour and water. Add 
half of sauce slowly, mixing well. 
Return to remaining sauce and 
simmer 5 minutes longer. Yield: 
1% cups sauce. Use on braised 
meat, rice or spaghetti.
